The building has since been purchased by 
the Guardians of the Poor of the Township 
of West Derby from the Corporation of Liver 
pool, and we have been served with a notice 
to quit, such notice to expire in April 1890,

the Guardians of the Poor of the ‘Tow bahip of 
West Derby with a view to re-consideration 
of their decision and to re-sell the building to 
the committee for the purpose of a Place of 
Worship, they have. very generously come 
forward and offered the building, being free 
hold property, for the small amount of £760, 
free of any profit.

‘NOTES OF THE WEE:. 


The overwhelming majority by which a Free Library has been secured 
for Whitechapel is greatly due to the affirmative votes recorded in large 
number by the Jewish ratepayers. Their support té the scheme was secured 
_ by the moral influence exerted by several leading members of the community. 

espe¢ially by the Delegate Chief Rabbi, Lr. Herman Adler, Whose signature 
was appended to the: public letter “issued in support of the scheme. We 
are also pleased to notice that a large proporuon of the funds already 
subscribed.towards building the Library have been contributed by Jews. The 
lree Library, with VW hich will, ho doubt. he associated district reading rooms, will 
ie a great boon, especially on Saturd IVs, to Jewish working men who abound 
in Whitechapel. At present they wall: the streets mm crowds on their (lay of 
rest, and attract undue attention by reason of their thronging the principal 
thoroughfares on the busiest market day of thi week, and thus helping ta vive 
an exaggerated idea of their numbers, The Convyersionists recognise the 
want of a reading-room by opening one where the foreign Jewish workmen 
are eagerly weleomed and plied with tracts in return for the temporary shelter 
from the streets. The Kadima” Assoelation is doing good work an 
alternative to these Mission-rooimse, ana it 1s to be regretted that the Associa- 


nt points out—by 


tion is not more generously supportel—as a corresponde 
our well-to-do foreign brethren. 


We think that the Committee of the Stepney Jewish Schools ire to be 
congratulated, not only on. the happy thought of organising Special Classés 
at the People’s Palace, so that the boys of their schools might be taught 
carpentry and metal work, but also on the wndoubted success 
years’ trial, has attended the movement. It is almost impossible to overrate 
the advantages which must accrue from boys, before they leave schoo] becoming 
accustomed to the use of tools. We haye again and again pointed out that 
the managers of our elementary schools are not doing their duty in hayin the 
pupils only instructed in mere book learning. They leave school at 14 ast of 
age having been taught to use their mental and not their physical powers 
and yet nearly every one of them‘ must. or should earn, his living by the inca 
of his hands, Can there be a greater anomaly? It has been urged that while 
the boys are at school there is no time for the technical training which is clearly 
of sueh great value, but the Stepney Jewish Schools have practically oe 
that thig contention cannot be maintained. That such training has not interfered 
with the regular curriculum of that institution the satisfactory Annual Re — 
sufficiently testify. It has but directed into useful channels the tad 4 
dant energy that every healthy schoolb« possesses. The fact that 
many of the working class unemployed is due ina great measure to Shiai 
ignorance of any skilled labour, and with unskilled labourers the markets are 
overstocked. The Committee of the Stepney Schools, by their novel Ae ide 
ture, ensure that the lads they train shall at an early age be familiavised 
with the use of simple tools, thus at one and the same time creating a taste for

manual occupations, and obviating the necessity of a youth 
the mere rudiments of technical work at an age when he 
inducted into its higher mysteries. 


But it is not in one respect only that the Managers of ihe 
School are setting an example which should be followed by every elementar 
school in the kingdom. Besides giving attention to technical Nero, 
they have also taken measures 80 that their pupils may grow into strong an 
healthy men and women, by the establishment of the Swimming and be 
nastic Classes. All who have studied the condition of the poor, and i, 
know how little their surroundings conduce to health. must rejoice ip thi. 

It is obvions that the number of hols 
less poor would be considerably diminished if besides the ability to do skilled 
work bodily vigour were more general among the humbler classes. The Jewish 
race is comparatively healthy owing to the influence of certain hygienic lay: 
prescribed by its religion. But the close air of the narrow courts ip Which 
the poor dwell, and the lack of physical exercise in youth, has to some 
extent counteracted the benefit conferred by those prescriptions. All mye 
welcome, then, the opportunities for healthy exercise which the Swimming and 
Gymnastic Classes offer. If the managers of every elementary school—and 
here we have specially in mind the Jews’ Free School in Bell Lane 
with its thousands of pupils of the poorest. class—would follog the 
example set them at Stepney, we should find healthier ar there. 
fore better men and women. The wisdom of the Stepney Managers is alao 
proved in the provision they have made for the regular instruction of the girls 
in cookery. Thatthis should form part of every girl’s education is now hegin- 
ning to be admitted, but that it is essential in the case of the virls of the 
poorer class is an undoubted fact. Here again the Stepney Schools set an 
example which we trust will be generally and quickly followed. 

Reference is made in another column to the'light cast upon the history 
of a favourite ** Hebrew melody” by the contents of such a compilation as 
“Hymns, Ancient and Modern.” Light similarly cast in other directions 
tends to strengthen the belief that while the Chazonus pure and simple is

and will imagine that nothing could be of more distinctly Hebrew origin. 
And yet turning to our neighbours’ hymn book, we find that although th 
refrain 348793) OY is unmistakably Jewish, being the later addition by the 
Chazan of a phrase not occurring in the original melody, the tune is other 
wise only an old German chorale. In “ Hymns, Ancient and Modem,” fz 
instance, we find two variants of the mediwval German original. No, 206, 
known as * Abbotsford,” from being set to words by Sir Walter Scott, is the 
nearest to our own rendering, to «which it corresponds in all essential 
features. No, 85, known as * Saxony,” from its Lutheran origin, and set 
to the English paraphrase of an old Latin hymn, is not so close, having 
evidently passed through a partial process of modernisation.

JEWISH EMIGRATION TO THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Your valuable journal has just reached me. and to my surpr’se I find 
extracts from a letter written by my esteemed friend, Mr, D. Hassan, of Buenos Ayres 
to his father, bat I feel certain nobody will be more grieved than Mr. D, Hassan him- 
self when he finds his remarksin public print, as they are so likely to cause a mistaken 
idea of the success of Jewish emigration to this country, and I will try and give you 
the real state of these poor emigrants since their arrival, which I think will prove 
that the Argentine Republic is not yet fitted for such emigration schemes, These 
emigrants on landing were taken to the home, and for the first two or three day® 
lived on bread and tea until arrangements were made to give them kosher meat, 
through the kindness of the Emigration Commission. Mr. Simon Kramer,Mr, D, Hassan, 
and Mr. R. Orostein, spent much time and used every exertion to see these people pro- 
perly placed. Dr, Peiro Palacioz proposed to let them camp at Sunchales in the pro- 
vince of Santa Fe ; five of the chiefs of the party left with the eon of Dr. Palacios,to 
first see if the camp was suitable, and during their absence, as very many of these poor 
people were in a very wretched state, the lady President and Treasurer of the Ladies 
Benevolent Society went round among friends and others asking clothes and 
assistance, and received a fair response as regards clothing ; but subscription as 
regards money, was asked only at the last moment, when we had 24 hours notice 
that these people must leave the home, as there were in the river steamers with 
3,000 more emigrants, and the result of a call for monetary assistance resulted in a 
collection of 300 dollars from Jewish frienda and 401 dollars from Christian friends. 
I mention this fact only to prove in case of need the small amount of assis 
tance that could be rendered by our small community. The 836 Jewieh emigrant, 
left for Sunchales on the Friday morning, taking with them 1,800 kilos of biscuita 
4 bags of rice, 6 chests of tea, 2 barrels of sugar, 250 kilos of soap, 2 sacks of salt, 
besides two days allowan‘e of bread given by the home, and Dr, Palacios telegraphed 
to Sunchales to have cattle at hard, so that these poor people could at once have 
meat for their use, and hai they been at all provident they should have had sufficient 
for 12 or 14 days, but all had disappeared in two days, and now commences the great 
trouble, there was not shelter for half the number, they had to lie out in open 
camp, food was not forthcoming, sickness set in and some 60 to 80 died off, and 
distress in every form arose. The owner of the land cannot understand these 
people throwing to waste the hind-quarters of the animal and stopped the supply 
They commenced to quarrel amongst themselves, and matters went from bad to worse’ 
until last week Governor Galvez of Santa Fé sent an official dodéument to the 
Minister of the Interior calling his attention to the wretched state of these emi. 
grants. I now trast, sir,.instead of making your valuable journal the medium 
of sending thousands of Jewish emigrants to these shores, you will on the contrary 
preach caution, as the Argentine Republic is quite unfitted to receive such emigra, 
tion as the above, and if thousands of our co-religionists are to be sent here they 
must be prepared for the greatest hardships in every form. The last account we 
have of these emigrants is of the most distressing kind, and Mr. D. Hassan has gone 
to Sunchales to personally inquire into the truth or otherwise of the statement, and 
you shall have the result of his journey next mail. I enclose a letter I have received 
from one of the chiefs of the party, by which you will perceive he gives a sad tale, 
and our only hope is that these statements are greatly exaggerated, Hoping in my 
next to have a more favourable report on this subject.

‘Behold a prince and a great man has this day fallen in Israel.” To us Israelites 
ihere is something peculiarly pathetic in the life and death of the illustrious 
poet whom all cultivated English speaking peop'e are mourning this week, 
ar race is concerned above ail other groups of people in the propagation of 
rligious truth. Robert Browning was essentially the poet of philosophy 
od of religion. He sang of God, of faith, of life, and of death in those 
bigher aspects of the great pre to which the Jewish people—if faithful 
tp their mission—cannot fail to listen with unspeakable sympathy. In every 

and in every verse bequeathed to the world of Letters by Robert Brown- 
ng there is the one melodious song of hope, of immortality, of duty, and of 
God, which must ever sound to ears of a people gifted with religious genius 
the most harmonious of all poetry. Pessimism and sensualism were as 
iistant from the pen of Browning as they are from the eternal truths of the 
Hebrew faith, This extraordinsry similarity between the ideals of that great 

and those of our race may account for the exceptional regard in which 
be always held the Jewish people. 

The poem “ Saul” expresses the highest faith of ancient Israel as 
Browning read it in the pages of the Jewish Scriptures :— 

« Didst thou eee the thin hands of thy mother held up as men sang 


The low song of the nearly-departed, and ber faint tongue 
Joining in while it could to the witness, ‘ Let one more attest, 
LThave lived, seen God's hand through a lifetime, and. all was for best.’

«'Tis thou, God, that givest, ‘tis I who receive ; 

In the first is the last, in thy will is my power to believe. 

All's one gift ; thou canst gran‘ it moreover, as prompt to my prayer,

Any attempt to quote Browning with the v'ew of establishing the state- 
ment made above that he was the bard of the highest religious conceptions, 
énceptions, too, which perfectly harmonise with the Jevish viewof God and 
of hope and of duty is met by the-temptation to reproduce more verses than 
our space could contain. Moreover, one poem after another descants with 
s force of its own upon the higher problems of religion, so that selection 
is itself difficult. In none of his works did the poet appear to represent the 
type of human dignity and exalted faith more than in that for which he 
chose the singularly Hebraic title “‘ Rabbi Ben Ezra,” placed among the 
dramatis persone. This is the favourite poem of many a philosophical 
stulent : 

“Grow old along with me !

Robert Browning had already given evidence of his “ abomination of 
religious persecution in that great poem of his, “ Holy Cross Day,” which 
was written to expose the infamy of a certain regulation in Rome, which 
forced the Jews to attend a particular Church and hear a sermon once a year, 
The poem is prefixed by a quotation from “a Diary by the Bishop's Scre- 
tary, 1600,” in which it is recorded—“ as it was of old cared for in the 
merciful bowels of the Church, that, so to speak, a crumb at least, from her 
conspicuous table here at Rome, should be, though but one» yearly, cast to 
the famishing dogs, under-trampled and be-spitted upon beneath the feet 
of the guests.” Such was the audacious spirit of this so-called “ Christian ” 
proceeding. The poem is headed by the remark of the poet: “ What the 
Jew really said, on thus being driven to the Church, was rather to this 
effect.” How much dignity there is in the sentiments which Browning 
ascribes to them in that work. It consists of 20 verses. We quote the fol- 
lowing three verses : 


“The Lord wiil have mercy on Jacob yet, 
And again in his borders see Israel set. 
When Judah beholds Jerusalem 
The stranger-seed shall be joined to them : 
To Jacob's hous? shall the Gentiles cleave.

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SOME CHANUCAH MUSIC. 


We all know the old saying Wic's christelt sich, so jiidelt's sich, and continually 
perocive evidence of its truth. Yet the tendency to imitate in peculiarly Jewish 
affairs the methods of surrounding Gentile culture very often fails to exhibit itself 
in just thove directions where the effect might be most in accordance with traditional 
principles and of a very definite value, In Nonconformist circles especially iw Is 
found to be most pleasantly, advantagecus to bripg-home the living force of religious 
teachings to the young by means of musical services entirely and peculiarly limited 
within the range of their comprehension, and invested with the most effective of all 
inculcating forces by being s> arranged as to permit of the active and enjoyable co- 
operation of the ama)l people from beginning to end, Thee conditions are 
eminently fulfilled in the more or less simple cantatas of the character that grown- 

up attendanta at school distributions become soon only too well acquainted with, 
On the religicus as well as the secular side these compositions, termed popular 
sicred cantatas, or else Serviccs of Song, not infre quently present speci- 
mens of utter bathos, especially in those which advocate what is known as “temper- 
ance.” Yet if occasionally the compilers miss a happy combination of simplicity 
and straightforwarduess with poetic feelirg and lofty ideal, the results evidence 
the distinct value of such interesting combinations of talk and song asim, 
p7ess npon childish intelligence the supreme “ beauty of holiness, of self-forgetful. 
neas. of lowlinesa.”” Messrs. Curwen and Sona, of Warwick Lane, publi ha numerous 
ae'ection of these “ sacred cantatas.” It goes without saying that many of them 
are quite unfitted for the use of Jewish childres. But one compilation, recently 
published, might te sung by the members of any of our religious classes, with at most 
the previous elimination of perhaps one number, end a few scattered verbal altera- 
tions of quite minor character.

}ut Chanucah is preeminently a festival for home celebration, so that it is 
with especial gratification one turns to a pianoforte arrangement of the time- 
honoured- hymn tune by Ober Cantor Eluard Birnbaum, of Kénigsberg (Bruno 
Meyer and Co.). Inthe matter of modern Jewish studies the German intellectual 
giants have taken such a distinct lead that they have been followed only at a long 
distance by other European scholars, But in questions relating to that feature 
which must have long powerfully infiuenced every department: of Jewish life 
through its centres, the synagogue and the house of study—I mean the characteristic 
vocal chant which for successive centuries have been the incessant: accompaniment 
of whatever of devotion or of study went on within their walls—the German 
writers have been by no means the leaders in really adequate investigation and criti- 
cism. Why this has been the case is well explained by the recent confession 
of one of the most deservedly distinguished wrNers upon the Veginoth—which 
originated from the employment of singing in public service—that he was in no degree 
acjuainted with the most elementary detaile of either the art or the science of 
music. It is undeniably surprising that other lands should have left Germany at all 
behind in Jewish musico-literary studies, for in Germany, very different from the 
practice of some other countries,a candidate for the post of Chazan must prove 
himself at once a musician and a Hebraist. English students may lay the flat- 
tering unction to their souls that it was a compatriot who took the lead in 
even cursory investigation into Jewish song from deth the literary and the musical 
sides. The introduction to the Rev. D, A, de Sola’s compilation of Sephardi 
tunes (1857) isa very fair review of the history of Jewish melody as then known- 
Later on, Cantor Naumbourg of Paris (1874) treated Ashkenazi tunes with a little 
more leaning to the musical problems involved. A few German writers have pre 
fixed very incomplete observations to their various compilations of tunes, but it has 
been reserved for Mr. Birnbaum to exhibit in the land of Jewish studies the ade- 
quate combination of liturgical), literary, musical, and antiquarian knowledge, His 
contributions to the history of Hebrew melodies are however not yet published in 
the stable form of a book, although bis newspaper and other articles have been much 
prized by every one of the few students of this subject. 

Mr. Birnbaum devotes a page of his beautifully printed publication to a few 
remarks on the history of the tune of “ Moéz Tsur,” adding however, little to 
what has already appeared in these columns. He is careful tu pronounce the 
melody as one popular with German Jews, bearing in mind, no doubt, that the tune 
does not form part of the repertory of the flocking thousands of Galicia and Russian- 
Poland, albeit a people well acquainted with the chants and tunes of the Chazonus. 
The source of this favourite melody is found to be essentially German, it being 
derived from an old folksong : “ So weiss ich eins, das mich erfreut, das bliimlein ae 
breiter heyde.” Not alone the Synagogue but the Church too. has taken possession 
of this old song. The melody appears as a Lutheran chorale to the words : 
* Nun freut euch lieben Christen qmein,” Despite the fact that so long since 
as 1450 the tune was well-known to Jews, it does not appear to have been so widely 
used as now, for when nearly two centuries ago Benedetto Marcello transcribed 
soveral songs for his famous: Psalms, he received as the German tune for Moéz Teur 
the far from jabilant melody he has used for his 15th Psalm. It is interesting to 
ald to Mr. Birnbaum's notes that the church version of the tune lies ready to hand 
for English readers in “ Ifymns, Ancient and Modern.” It is the tune called “ Erk,” 
No. 293 of that collection, and is given with the contrapuntal harmonisation in- 
woven with it by the master hand of J. 8. Bach, who has thus preserved many a 
now much-appreciated chorale, One observes too, that the Knglish paraphrase by Mies 
f. E, Cox is a rhythmic praisefal hymn which might for every word of it have heen 
written for synagogue use. The tune is otherwise interesting to English Jews from 
having first appeared in its present form in Braham and Nathan’s “ Hebrew 
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Melodies (1815) to Lord Byron's verses “ On Jordan's banks,” y 
the forms both of a solo and of a four part chorus, His harmonisation with all ;

One of the officials of the Synagogue succeeded in removing five of the Sepharim, 
but when he attempted to re-enter in order to save the remaining two, he * 
forced back by the dense smoke.

NORTH LONDON JEWISH LITERARY ry. 


An enthusiastic and crowded meeting in fortherance of the movement for 
bijshing a Jewish Literary Institute in the North of Lon don was held on Sunda 
ae Dalston Jewish School. Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, LO.C., presided Wad 
The CHAIRMAN in opening the proceedings dwelt on the 
tanding the Literary Institute. The North of London had a la 
don for Whom the opportunities of recreation and amusement 
«¢ ook for any permanent improvement in the state of society to the creat 
-iigle class and not to the so-called upper classes. Jews must seek to obtain the 
rari and respect of others, not that respect with which individual Jews are 
rgarded, but for the great body of the Jews. The greater consideration with whit, 
ws are now treated had for its foundation not a change in the views of non-Jews 
tot the great improvemeot im social culture and refinement observable in the 
uawhole. When, therefore, Jews banded together for their own intellectua 
qorement they were performing a meritorions act ; for not only did they benefit 
hemselves but thore also by whom they were turrounded. It was desirable that the 
ntitute should be essentially Jewish, so that Sunday might not be desecrated in 
4. eyes of non-Jewish members, and that the the ideas of Jews might not on the 
shor hand also be offended. He was glad tose somany young men present. and 
as pleased to learn that they intended amalgamating themselyes ith a dramatic 
wd socisl club now being formed in the neighbou rhood. 

Mr. Samvuen L. LION, (the provisional chairman) said that the Jewish C'om- 
panity, especially the younger -portion, were under great obligation to Mr. 
smuel for presiding. He hoped that at. some future time they would be able to 
gue the beginning of their success to the day when Mr. Samuel came to their 
wistance. Money and influence might goa great way to ensure the success of 
jeir project, but they must have the thorough and unstinted support of the mem- 
es, without which the institute could not be established. The provisional com- 
sittee would leave no stone unturned for its establishment. but they must in the 
ist place be informed of what was really required. Mr. Lion concluded by moving : 
dst this meeting approving of the objects of the North London Jewish Literary 
institute will use their best endeavours to further its success. 

Mr, FRANKS seconded the resolution. 

Mr, LionEL L. ALEXANDER, in supporting the resolution, said that with all 
ieference to his Christian friends, he was not prepared to advocate the admission of 
(bristians as members of the Institute. He strongly favoured the idea of snch an 
gstitute, and hoped the purely literary portion would not be lost sight of. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack moved the omission of the word “Jewish.” He was of 
pinion that Jews should freely mix for social purposes with th: ir Christian fellow- 
tions, It would be considered by Jews a1 act of intolerance if Christians refused 
walmit Jews into their Institutes, 

After some remarks from Mr. J. Prag in Opposition to the amendment, the 
chairman pointed out that the meeting having ‘been called for a specific purpose, the 
sabl'ishment of a Jewish Institute, the amendment was scarcely in order. The 
mendment was accordingly withdrawa by permission of the meeting and the reso- 
lation was then agreed to nem. con.

art, that the provisional committee, with five from the prop s:d Drama ic and

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ENGLISH EDUCATION IN MOROCCO. - 

There has been circulated amorg the members of the Board of Deputies, 
ie Triennial Report of the Council of Administration of the Morocco 
ielief Fand, on the progress of the Schools in Morocco, which are subveutioned by 
dat body. The pupils of the Tangier school, which continues in a tatisfastory 
undition,’ number 434, of whom 93 are instrnoted in English. ‘Ten of the pupiis 
we Cathclics, who are sent there under the belief that they would receive a better 
‘“ucation than they would obtain elsewhere in Tangier. The Council have given 
aeir best attention to the English instruction of the pupils. They have long recog- 
used the growing importance of the English language in Morocco, and have met 
vuh a considerable measure of success in their endeavours to improve this branch 
leducation. Mr. Moses Pariente, Preaideut of the Jewish community at Tangier, has 
ested in writing that “ English teaching is progressing wonderfully, and this is 
wrroborated by all the European visitors to the School, especial mention of w hich is 
fvea in the report made by the British Minister, His Excellency Sir William Kirby 
oreen, Where His Excellency praises our school as it deserves.” Mr. White, the 
“atish Consul at: Tangier, also praises the progress of pupils in the English language 
iad gives credit to Mr, M, H. Nahon, the English Master for his zeal and exertions ; at 
Wesame time he suggests the strengthening of the English staff, a ruggestion 
"ich the Council are unable :to carry out as they alreidy disburse 
“* whole of their available annual income. In conseqeuncs of some 
infavourable reports having reached them, the Council revently instituted 
eal inquiries into the state of English instruction. While udmitting 
ast it woald be advisable to engage an additional teacher they believe that 
Me statements adverted to are of an exaggerated character, andjin support of their 
Kertion they cite the opinion of Mr. Alfred L. Cohen of London, who inspected 
te Jewish School at Tangier, and expressed himeelf in the following terms on 
Se sate of instruction in Eoglish, “I was very much delightedat tne admirably 
aulligent way in which the boys read and were able to translate fiom English 
M0 Spanich, Their English accent is remarkably good, and the School is a grea;

TuHat Chanucah lives is the best prool of its title to live, A religious ordi-« 
nance may have an appearance of life long after its actual vitality has fled, bat 
the illusion can only last for a time, and sooner or later the ordinance must 
become a thing of the past, It is true that religious Institutions are pecu- 
liarly favoured by being made the object of a sentimental regard which keeps them 
alive even when they have ceased to correspond with existing religious ideas and 
needs.

with our religions ‘deas. it has its drawback in the danger of disintegration 
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which it brings with it. In former times the peril was neutralized by the 
Ghetto and by the religious formalism which was at once its consequence and 


its type. To-day the Jew is a citizen of the world in spirit as well as in 
body. He is of the world as well as in it ; its life is his life, its thoughts are 
his thoughts. Outwardly, then, there has resulted a weakening of the 
religious bond ; some of the colouring matter of Judaism has been washed 
away by the inflow of the waters from the great ocean without. If the 
religion stood alone its peril would be great. But with it is conjoined the 
racial sentiment which, by preserving the unity of IsnagL, no matter how 
far apart, geographically, his constituent communities may be situated, will 
powerfully help to keep his religion intact. The survival of Chanucah is due 
to the circumstance that it plays’such a part in the economy of Judaism. 
The thoughtful among us are beginning to see that an © seryance which 
strengthens the Israclite’s sense of kinship with the past, and which helps 
him to realize that he is a member‘of a race charged with a world-wide, a still 
living mission, is of the utmost possible value in these days. The centre of gravity 
it is perceived, has at length been shifted. In the Middle Ages the stability 
of Judaism depended solely upon obedience to the ceremonial law. In our 
days it is to be maintained by kindling and feeding that consciousness of 
race-destiny which will most effectively inspire the Israelite with loyalty to 
his faith. But such a consciousness can only be aroused and strengthened 
by a sympathetic pondering on the Past, and it is the purpose of a celebration 
like that of Channeah to satisfy this want. 

Nor is this its sole claim upon ‘the veneration’ of the Jew. It 
deserves to live because it recalls some of the finest aspects of the 


h character. That has. heroes fit to rank among the 


Jewis 
great ones of the world—heroes who were self-sacrificing champions of a 


noble cause on the battle-field and not heroes of the study only—this is a 


truth that is likely to be overlooked in these days. Chanucah comes to remind ° 


us. Jupan, the Maccabee, the heir to the spirit that informed a 
Samson, a Gupgon, a Davin, and those “ mighty men of valour,” too, whose 
names and deeds are proudly set forth at the end of the Second Book of 
Saucen—Jepan, the.Maccabee, was a patriot anda warrior whose story is 
not eclipsed by the record of the worthies of any land under the sun, It is 
refreshing to he assured oft the fact —tO know that the history of the Jew is 
not, as too Many suppose, one long catalogue of patient bending beneath 
the yoke of the oppressor—a monotonous account of scholastic disputations 
and elaborate law-making. The events commemorated by Chanucah come 
hack to us from the romantic Past like a breeze that penetrates into’ the city, 
laden with" the scent of the fields that the Lorp has blessed.” The Mac- 
CABEAN story revives our faith in ourselves, deepens our respect for our. race, 
proves to us, what we only half helteved before, that to be .a Jew isto be the 
heir to a great name and a glorious example, | 

There is no need, then, to plead for Chanucah—to appeal to the Jew to 
let it live. There is no need, in truth, to plead for any religious observance. 
If its roots are. dead because they have no longer any contact with the 
nourishing soil of modern sentiment, then not even the most eloquent appeals 
ean save it from perishing. But if its purpose is not yet exhausted, if with 
every age it draws to itself fresh sustenance from the affections of those whose 
spiritual needs it satisfies, then it cannot die, and there is no necessity: to 
appeal forit seeing that it has its advocate in every heart. All that. is 
wanted in order Lo ensure the future ofa lestival like Channueah 1s Jewish 
sympathies. Let utter indifference to the Past of his race, total despair of its 
future, characterize the Israelite,. and there will. be an end of this 
joyous celebration, and every other Jewish institution too. It is not those 
who would have Judaism change her raiment from age to age in obedience 
to the variations of spiritual fashion, but the pessimist who believes in nothing 
and hopes for nothing, that will be Isnaev’s religious wndoing. Let us only 
keep fast hold of our faith in the great errand that the Master has assigned 
to our race, and this Feast of Dedication—nay, Judaism itself—ean never he 
obsolete.

settlers from the mountaia regions of Kurdistan had planted their colonies ried 
their cities and temples. and established the basis of a brilliant ¢:vilisation, "The 
Semites looked with wondering eyes upon the etrange features of city life. Th 
great temple towers rising heavenwards stage after stage appeared to them as oo 
work of the gods rather than mev. They nevertheless: were attracted to nm 
cities by a strange fascination which was irresistible, From time to time smal! 
bands of these sonsof the desert, known as the Sukki or “ restless ones” ies 
across the iver, and when the pioch of famine came, traded where they could not 
steal. The two greatest factors in the spreal of civilisation had been commerce 
and war. The earliest records which we possess of the Semitic people bear the 
stamp of trade. The astronomical omen tablets, the book of the Lluminatioa of 
Bell, attributed to the early Semitic King Sargon of Akkad, contain many refer. 
ences to the rise and fall of the market tariff, to the buying and selling of corn, and 
the first popular inscriptions we possess a‘e the trade tablets from Southern Baby. 
lonia, The trade vocabulary of the Babylonian inscriptions is more Semitic than 
Sumerain, The words for price (simu), the maneh (mana),and many other word 
were borrowed by the latter from the former. The earliest standard by which 
prices were estimated was that of the standard of corn, and in regard to the sale 
of the land, it remained in force till the last days of the Babylonian Empire, A 
silver tariff subsequently took its place. The earliest weights in use in Babylonia, asin 
Egypt, were of stone, and they are called ‘‘ stones of increase,’ reminding us of 
the * weights of the bag” (Deut. xxv. 13). Indeed (Mr, Boscawen said), an examina- 
tion of the principal Semitic centres of Western Asia, showed that it was 
commerce that led to their formation. Assur, Caleh, Nineveh, were so 
many stations on the trade route which followed the course of the 
Tigris, and Harran, the chief centre to which all the great trade route 
converged; Conshemish, Aleppo, Damascus aud the cities of Phevicia 
owed their first foundation to the merchant and the trader. One city among the 
Babylonian cities enjoyed a pre-eminence as aSemitic centre. Ur of the Chaldecs 
was thiscity. The mounds of Mugheir, situated on the west bank of the Euphrates, 
marked the site of the Babylonian city of Ura. This would be the first city with which 
the Semites coming from the desert would be brought into contact. Its lofty 
tower, 2tggurat, or “the house of the Great Light,” the moon, wonld be to them 4 
landmark of civilization. Their wandering nomadic life hai given them no word 
for city, and we find them using the word alu cognate with the Hebrew ohel, 
“ tent,” to describe the city. The northern Semites, especially the Hebrews, used 
the word wr, and (Mr. Boscawen said) there seemed to be little doubt that the 
adoption of this word was due to Ur being the first city with which they became 
acquainted, The residence of the Semites in and about that city was proved by 
numerous inscriptions. These testified most clearly to the fact of the existence 
of a population speaking a language only slightly different from Hebrew, and 
bearing names of a similar character to those of the Hebrew patriarchs, Up to 
this point (the lecturer said) the disruption of the Babylonian Semites and the 
series of events which led to the Abramic migration had beeo known only to us 
from the Hebrew records. ‘Those early chronicles, often confused and meagre, 
were now supplemented by a mass of monumental evide:ce which served to show 
the wonderful movement that took place in the 23rd and 24th centuries B.C. 
The small fragment of Western Asiatio history preserved in Gen. xiv. had always 
been the admiration of critics, even so severe as Ewald. It stood out in marked 4 
contrast to the surrounding portions of Jewish record, and he believed that i @ 
Renan’s suggestion that it was a fragment from the Chronicles preserved at Hebron 
or Dabir was very probable, [tis curious to observe how remarkatly un-Jewish 
it is when we examine it. Even Ab-am is distinctly spoken of as Abram “the a 
Hebrew,” as if the writer were not himself a Hebrew, and the later editor of the % 
chapter seems not to have ventured to touch the text to any extent. Turning now 
to the history of Western Asia of this period Mr. Boscawen proceeded to show that @ 
it was markeJ by one of those extraordinary waves of invasion which, taking their E. 
rise in the mountains of the East and North, swept with increasing force over the 4 
fertile valley of the Tigris and Euphrates, the plains of Syria, and burst with 4 
tremendous conquering power on the provinces of Lower Egypt. The m'gration of 
Abram, the invasion of Syria by Chedarlaomer, were all incidents in this great 
turmoil. It was now possible to fix within a margia of less than ov yeats the 4 
date of these events. In 2280 the Elamite King, Kurdur-naklumti, invaded Babyy 
lonia, and established a dynasty there, This event is preserved to us ip - }. 
records, and has even leftits mark on the poetic literature of the period. Ur ot 4 
Erech the capital, were both sacked by the invader, avd two remarkable dirges ro y 
the period are preserved and were quoted by the lecturer. The dynasty does ws id 
appear to have lasted very long, and was overthrown in B.C. 2200 by 4 — 
ruler. Of this Elamite dynasty we have the names of the three kioga, Ku a, 
naklumti, Kurdur-mabug, and Simti-silhak, and we may probably add vem the 
laomer, the Kurdur-lagamar of the inscriptions, to the list. He was proba™y 
brother of Kurdur-mabug, who ruled iu Elam, while his nephew, Eri-akn, es 
Arioch of Gen xiv. was Governor of Larsa, the Ellasa of the Hebrews. ane bee 
next proceeded to show how such an alliance as this described in Genesis reauy 
existed in the country at the time. The defeat of the Youth Palestine allies we 
plain of Siddim was no doubt the cause of the revolt in Babylonia, Mr. Bosca we 
then described the relationship between these events and the Hyksos aT Maville 
now know the type of the Hyksos by the remarkable head discovered by Scret ond 
at Bubsstis, and the sphinxes discovered at Zoan.

THE LORD MAYOR AT THE soup KITCHEN. 


The annual opening of _ Soup Kitchen for the winter season is usually 
jproid of interest except to the — of spplicants anxiously waiting for their 
gntifal portion of soup and their loaf of bread. The numerous gathering on 
yoni eveniog in “ashion Street, Spitalfields, both in the street and in the kitchen 
‘all betokened an event of exceptional occurrence. This event was the first 

hlic appearance at a Jewish institution, since his accession to office, of Lord Mayor 

" who had consented to open the Kitchen. The Jewish clergy, as is general! 
wo on the opening night, mustered in full force, and were headed by the Rev. 
ermann Adler, the Rev. Dr. Gaster, and the Rev. B. Spiers. The general com- 
sany included Mr. Alfred L, Cohen, Pres dent; Messrs. §. Boas, junr., and H. 
tandau, Vice-Presidents ; Mr. B. Birnbaum, Treasurer ; and Mr. Barrent 8. Ellis, 
yonorary Secretary, of the Kitchen , M. Isidore Loeb, Secretary of the Alliance 
teraelite Universelle ; Messrs. B. L. Coben, J, de Castro, A. Sebag Montefiore, A. 
Rosenfeld, aud Alexander Levy, of Sydney, 

The Lorp MAYoR, who was accomparied by Mr. Alderman and Sheriff Knill, 
was loudly cheered on his arrival, Immed.:.tely addressing the assembly, his lord- 
hip said : When your respected President, ir whom I recognise a valued, an old, and 
faras your immediate institution is concerned, a useful friend, invited me to attend 
bere this evening, I accepted the invitation with pleasure.

I[ need not Say anythiog in 
respect to the benefits of the charity. There arg some charities which are open 
abuse; but if there are any free from abuse it is a soup kitchen. I have so 
gach confidence in my coreligionists that Ido not thiuk a man would -seck its 
renefits who had no need for them. Your President. in a letter 1 have received 
icom him, referred to the epidemic of influenza with which we are threatened. 
This malady, Mr. Cohen ovserve), was happily not dangerous, but the best 
yalliative, the best preventive, and the best cure is warm and grateful nourish- 
went. That the nourishment here given is good we are certain of, when we know 
that it is kosher.—( Luud cheers. ) 

At the request of Mr. Alfred L. Cohen the Lord Mayor tasted the soup, which 
he pronounced good, and then formally declared the kitchen open for the winter. 

The Rev. Dr. H. ADLER said that it had been the privilege of the Chief Rabbi 
wopen the Kitchen year after year, a privilege which during the last‘ten years had 
ben accorded to himself as the delegate of the Chief Rabbi. But he need hardly 
sate how extremely gratified he was to yield this function to the Lord Mayor. lt 
was most appropriate for his lordship to perform that duty, for the meaning of his 
livial tithe was “ greater loafward ” and “ loafgiver,” and certainly he could not 
perform a function more in accord with his great oilice than in opening the soup 
kitchen. In a book, whichat preseat was being much maligned by some people who 
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euld not read the original—he referred to the Shulchan Arach—there was a 
chapter devoted to the *WWON, the originator of soup kitchens. Such an institution 
was absolutely a sine qua non in every Jewish congregation. ‘The prescription 
demanded that the people wbo supervised and tended asoup kitchen should be wise 
and trustworthy, and every care had to be taken that there be no attempt to defraud 
impose, Those Who were at the head of the institution were men good and trus 
“a Whom the community could rely, that while dispensing relief with no niggardly 
band, they allowed of nothing approaching imposture and counterfeit poveity, In 
hia appeal lact Sabbath in aid of the Jewish Board of Guardians, he also alluded to 
ibeexpected epidemic. While influenza might be to the well-fed, well-housed, and 
wmlortably clad, almost a laughing matter, it was not so to the ill-fed, the ill- 
housed, and ill-clad, and as they had been told that only through the in‘luence of 
warm and nutritious focd would the ma‘ady give without doing permanent 
tarm, he hoped that the friends of the poor would generously assist the funds of 
the soup kitchen in the present winter. He was glad to meet the Lord Mayor, and 
te felt sure the company woald accord him gratefal acknowledgments for the 
graceful manner in which his lordship had performed the function of that evening. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. ALrrep L, COHEN, in seconding the vote of thanks, said that there words 
ia the Jewish liturgy which linked those who gave bread to the wanderer to those 
who worked for the welfare of the community.

BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Deputies was held on Weduesday 
at the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portugaese Synagogue, Bevis Marka.. There 
were present: Mr. Arthur Cohen, Q.C., President, in the chair; Messrs. D. L 
Alexander, B. Barnett, Henry Harris, A. A. Jones, Joshaa M. Lovy, Lewis Lowis, 
J. Sebag Montefiore, Oswald J. Simon. | 

A report was real from the Law and Parliamentary Committes to whom had 
been referred the question of the validity of the election of Sir Julian Gol ismid 
and Sir Philip Magnus as Deputies by the L mdon Synagogue of British Jews. 
this election havivg taken place at a later period than that expressly laid down in 
Clanse 14 of the Constitation of the Board. Tie Committee reported that they 
“have car fully considered the various Clauses of the Constitution bearing on the 
question, and extremely regret that they are c mpeiled to come to the conclusion 
that the return cannot be received. There are no other provisions in the Coostite- 
tion which would enable the Board to ge: over the difficulty that has uniloubtedly 
arisen by reason of the Election not having been made within the preseribed period. 
The Constitution has been created by the congrerations, and it is clear from the 
36th clause that the Board has no authority what:ver to alter, molify, or suspend 
any of its provisions,” 

in submitting the report, the President ssid that thoae who atten led the 
meeting of the Law and Parliamentary Committee were extremely anxious to find 
means for enabling the two distinguished gentlemen mentioned in the report to 
attend the meetings of the Board and besome me:cbers of that body. They hai 
exerted all their ingenuity to find some meaas but were unable to do so. He would 
be glad if some member could suggest a plan within the four corners of the con- 
stitution whereby Deputies could be admitted from cho West London Synagogue. 

Mr. Hunky HARRIS moved and Mr. D.. L. Alesander seconded the followiag 
reeolutions : That the Report of the Law and Parliamentary Committes be recsived 
and adopted. That this Board deeply regrets that the circumstances mention d in 
the Report render it impossible for the Board to receive Sir Julia Golliemid and 
Sir Philip Magnus as Deputies for the West London Synagogue during the present 
session.

Synagogue, which had only been represented at the Board daring one session. He 
feared that the members of the syoaagogue would regard the Board as having dis- 
frauchised their congregation, and that they might possibly be disinclined to send 
Deputies to a future Board, He moved that the further consideration of the Report 
be referred to a Special Committee. : 

The PRESIDENT and Mr. D. L, Alexander pointed out that the two returns 
submitted to the Committee showed that the election had not taken place in 
the prescribed period, and that moreover the returns hai not been made in the 
form required by the constitution. The President added that Mr. Oewald Simon

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CONSECRATION OF THE GREENFIELD STREET 
SYNAGOGUE. 


On Sunday last Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., formaliy opened the “Synagogue 
of the Society of Jerasalem,” in Greenfield Street, Commercial Roa, of which he 
had previously laid the foundation stone on March 3rd of the present year. The 
synagogue, which has seating accommodation for 300 persons, has been erected at 
a cost of £1,100 of which £600 has been collected leaving £500 yet to be raised. 
‘The “ Chevra Jerusalem,” which annually forwards a contribution to the Holy Land 
originally met for worsbip in a small room in Great Alie Street, Aldgate, and subse- 
quently removed to Union Street, Whitechapel, where accommodation was provided 
for only fifty worshippers. The officers of the new syragogue having found the 
accommodation totally inadequate to the requirements of the members, decided to 
secure more amp'e accommoation aré@ secured a site ia Greenfield Street, which 
is contiguous to the o'd synagogue. 

The dedication ceremony was solemnised by the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler, the 
service being impressively chanted by the Rev. M. Hast, and the choral portions 
were given by the choir of the Great Synagogue under the direction of Mr. Henri 
de Solla, who efficiently presided at the harmonium. 

Amongst those present were the Rev. F. L. Cohen, Mrs. Samuel Montagu, and 
Mrs. Adler. Prior to the formal opening Mr. J. Fenigstein, the President, handed 
Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., a beautifully chased silver k-y wherewith to perform 
the ceremony. The interior of the synagogue presents no striking features, but is 
particularly neat and light. Ventilation and light are afforded by a number of 
skylights in the roof and artificial light is afforded by two handsome five starlight 
chandeliers depending from the ceiling and a number of tripoilights. The ark 
is approached by a flight of three steps, neatly carpeted, whilst above is a beanti- 
fully executed white marble tablet with the Ten Commandments in gilt letters, flanked 
on either side by a lion rampant in gilded wood. Above theark, which, on the occasion 
of the openizg, was covered by a richly brocaded amber mantle, isa bold inscription 


and on the sides of the ark are two boards with the Prayer for the Royal Family 
respectively in English and Hebrew, The tablets, boards, and all the writing were 

executed by Messrs. Harris and Son, of Beaumont Street, Mile End. 

After the customary seven circuits Afternoon Service was read and 

The Rev. Dr. HERMANN ADLER then delivered a sermon. After expressing 
his pleasure at the fact that the efforts on the part of the honorary officers to build 
a'proper place of worship had met with success, he said that in the Sedrah of the previous 
day the history of Joseph was narrated,a history so striking that it touched the 
heart not only of the young but also of the old. In the second verse of the 39th 
chapter of Genesis occurred the words “ And the Lord was with Joseph, and he was 
& prosperous man, and he was in the house of his master, an Egyptian.” A large 
number of those present in the Synagogue were foreigners, and for such the verse 
be had recited contained wonderful lessons and much comfort. They had read how 
Joseph, the petted son of a loving futher, was suddenly removed from all those 
near avd dear to him, and carried away to a strange land and sold to be a slave. 
Egypt was strange to him,the land was unknown, the language unfamiliar, and 
yet in spite of all those drawbacks Joseph yet became “a prosperous man ;” There 
was a great tendency at the present time to ascribe almost everything to “luck,” 
If a man succeeded in business, his friends did not look for his prosperity as a con- 
sequence of industry and integrity, but eaid “‘ he was a lucky man,” if a man failed 
the causes were not carefully inquired into but it was at once said that it was 
“unluck.” So there were many who ascribed Joseph's success to “luck.” Surely 
no lot could have been sadder than Joseph's on his entry into Egypt, but he did not 
bewnil his misfortune, he looked the situation in the face and girded his loins, he 
set-to work and by dint of his untiring initustry he became “a presprrous man,” 
even unto the first Minister of his King. The text said clearly that Joseph “ was 
in the house of his master, an Egyptian,” there was no ambiguity there, Joseph was 
only a tlave in a foreign master’s house. They who toiled unceasingly, who lived 
literally by the sweat of their brow, who regarded the rselves as almost “ slaves in 
their master’s house,” should well remember the lessons inculcated by the history 
of Joseph and take heart of grace from it. Joseph had no easy master to eerve ; 
the commentaries in dealing with the verse pointed out that Potiphar was a mcst 
eccentric map, snd with a momentarily changing disposition. At one moment 
Potiphar asked for spiced wine, at the next for cool wine, and again for spiced wine, 
yet Joseph was ever ready to obey his master’s beh«sts, he had_studied his master’s 
manners and worked unremittingly to be ever ready to fulfil his wishes. He would 
espeak their attention most earnestly to the first part of the text, ‘‘ And the Lord 
was with Joseph.” It meantas much that Joseph was with the Lord as that the Lord 
was with Joseph ; one was the consequence of the other, Joseph in spite of all his trials 
remained true and steadfast to the teachings of his faith. The Bible related how Joseph 
firmly resisted his greatest temptation, and the commentaries in dealing with the inci- 
dent said that at the moment that Potipbar’s wife tempted Jos<ph, his father appeared 
before him and foretold how the High Priests would at some future time. wear the 
Ephod with the twelve stones representing the twelve tribes or sons of Jacob, and 
warned Joseph against doing that which would cause him to be cast out as a base 
aud wicked man. Of course, the father did not appear in person, it referred to 
Joseph mentally seeing his father through the medium of his early teachings. So 
he would appeal to them to remember in the moment of any temptation, the 
teachings of their religion, and the instruction of their parents. After all, the 
objects of the Synagogue were not confined to the recital of prayers, the real lesson 
of the Synagogue was to teach its adherents how to conduct themselves when away 
from the sacred edifice. He would appeal to them to be at peace with their neigh- 
bours, to conduct their Lusiness with strict truth and honesty, then the Lord would 
be with them. In the time of trouble let them place their trust in the Almighty 
Father, the bearer of all burdens, Let them shun as a pest the gambling-house 


_ and the abodes of immorality, so that they would live by the work of their hands 


and spend their leisure in the midst of their homes. He would congratulate White- 
chapel upon the result of the poll which would shortly place a Free Library within 
their reach, and he hoped they would avail themselves of the pleasures it would 
offer them. The preacher concluded with on earnest prayer. 

The Prayer for the Royal Family, the Evening Service, and Psalm cl. concluded 
the ceremony. 


In the evening a supper to celebrate the opening of the Sypagogue was held at 


Faunders’s Hotel, Half Moon's Passage. During the evening the Rev. B. Spiers — 


addretsed the gathering, and after detailing the history of the“ Chevra Jerusalem”’ 
insisted upon the importance of feeling the influence of the House of Prayer whilst 
absent from ite precivets. He hoped that the officers would always work with the 
same unanimity which distinguished their efforts to obtain a Synagogue worthy of 
its noble Object, and that strife and diseension would be conspicuous by their absence 
in their deliberations for the welfare of the congregation, In response to a sugges- 
tion of the Rev. B. Spiers,a collection was made amongst those present, the pro- 
ceeds being sent to Jerusslem,

On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Federation was held at the Jewish 
Working Men's Club, Great Alie Street, Mr. Hermann Landau, Vice-President, and 
subsequently Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., President, in the Chair. | 

Letters were read from Mesers. L. A. Isaacs, J, M. Liesack, Junr., W. Neumegen , 
E. Oppenheim, and 8. Strelitski, acknowledging their election as “ Elders” at the | 
previous meeting. 

The Financial Statement was read and adopted. The s‘atement showed that 
in addition to the balance of £66, £140 was received from Mr. Samuel Montagn, 
M.P.,as proportion of the profits of the Shechita Board, and £50 repaymentof the 
amount advanced by him to the Spital Square Synagogue. The expenditure 
amounted to £56, and there was 4 balance of £197. 

The letters of application for the post of Rabbi and Sexton were read, and on 
the motion of the CHAIRMAN, referred to to the Burial Committee. 

Mr. L. REED moved a vote of thanks to Mr. ‘Samuel Montagu, M.P., and Mr. 
H. LANDAU, in secondiog the resolution, pointed out that the income of the Feders- 
tion was derived only from the gifts of Mr. Samnel Mont gu. He wonld throw ont the 
suggestion that the representatives of the Synagogues should endeavour to make 
an arrangement whereby each eynagogue should contribute something. 

Mr. MonTaav, M.P., in acknowledging the vote, which was carried by acclams- 
tion, said that the administrative expenses of the Board were guaranteed, or nearly 
so, for ten years, and he had decided that so long as he was President of the 
Shechita Board, he would personaily pay to the Federation a sum equal to one-fifth 
of the profits of the Shechita Board, ro that it was at present quite unnecessary tha’ § 
the Synagogues should be called upon to pay. He however hoped that whenthe @ 
minister was appointed, those synagogues which availed themselves of hisservices | 
would voluntarily contribute towards the “ Minister's Fand.” He would take tha: | 
opportunity of denying that the Federation had ever souzht alliances with West 
End Synagogues, He personally had endeavoured to make arrangements for barial 
purposes, and now that the Federation had a cemetery of its own, he proposed that 
it should confine itself entirely to the wide sphere of East Loodon. — Recently, while 
referring to. the Jewish congregations in London, he mentioned the Jews Free 
School which attracted the foreign Jews to its neighbourhood. He did not mean 
to say one word of disparagement of that noble institution, and referred to it 
one amongst several other Jewish institutions which together tended te keep the 
Jewish populaton to the districts of Whitechapel and Spitalfields.

fellow-countrymen, with whom she is wimittedly unacquainted. She exempts from 
her harsh criticism some distinguished Jews whom she probably knows, while con- 
deraning millions of loyal Kuss a subjects of whom she has no knowledge. Few 
Englishmen are better acquainted than I am with the Russian and Polish Jews. I 
constantly see them in East London, and have Visited them in Earope, Asia, and 
America, from Jerusalem and Nishni Novgorod in the East to Salt Lake City and 
Winnipeg in the West. My varied experience convinces me that, although they are 
by no means perfect, they have many good qualities, which can be indefinitely 
increased by just treatment under equal laws, In sobriety, industry, intelli- 
gence, intense family affection, and staunch adherence tod their faith, they 
are far above the average. Three years ago I visited the principal Russian-Polish 
cities, in which they are “ cabined, cribbed, confined.” and was astonished to find 
them largely engaged in all kinds of manual and mental work, paving the streets 
in Byalistock, and carting timber in Warsaw and Wilna ; also filling the highest 
positions as doctors, manufacturers, bankers, and professors, The condition and 
prospects of their children were gloomy in the extreme: restrictions as to means 
of education and choice of a vocation constituted a kind of mental slavery worse 
than the Egyptian bondage of their ancestors. Recent information does not indi- 
cate much improvement ; on the contrary, the refusal of Baron de Hirsch's muni- 
ficent offer for Jewish schools, and the exclusion of Russian Jewa from tho legal 
profession, tend to show that Jewish emancipation is leas probable than ever. The 
saying that every country has the Jews it deserves is at the present time strikingly 
exemplified even in Poland. In Austrian Poland the Jews are very numerous | 
they are well treated, and are loyal peaceable subjects; while in Ruasian 
Poland it is a marvel there are so few Jewish Nihilists. Com- 
pulsory military service, without the hope of promotion, coercion in every 
shape from Government officials, and blackmailing by the police for the privilege 
of dwelling in peace, are heavy trials, which would strain the loyalty of most people. 
It is, however, very difficult to convince a lady who refers to Shakespeare's mythical 
Shylock in order to stigmatize three millionsof Russian Jews—men, women and chil- 
dren—*as would-be Shylocksand vampires.” I can confirm Dr. Schidrowitz's statement 
that foreign Jewsin Russia can become nominally Christians without any religious 
ceremony whatever on payment of about fifty roubles. By this shameful expedient 
they can escape the difficulty which I, a member of the British Parliament, ex- 
perienced when visiting Moscow in 1886. I was ordered by the police authorities to 
quit that interesting city solely on account of my relivious belief, Persecution of 
this character always spreads, It has now reached German Protestants residing in 
Russia. It is reported that the Tzar will stop this injustice. What a gracious act 
it would be if he would extend his consideration to his Jewish subjects, allow them 
to dwell in any part of his vast. Empire, and give them the benefit of equal laws. 
He could then count upon the lasting gratitude and devotion of millions of long- 
suffering people who are anxious to remain in their native land.
